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TiinrrT-pirTH Kentucky Infantry. — This 
regiment is now at Lexington, and will soon be 
mustered out of service. It deserves more than 
a passing notice before it becomes extinct, as it 
has done much good work. It was organized 
by Colonel Edward A. Starling, of Hopkins- 
ville, at Owensboro, on Oct. 2, I8fl3, and was 
stationed in the Green P-ivcr country. For the 
first si x or seven months of ita service it was 
scattered at various points all over the country, 
and did effective work in breaking up the gue- 
rilla bands that infested that part of the 
State. It has always been vigilant, and its 
record shows that no detachment of it ever suf- 
fered a surprise or a defeat while chasing out 
the bands nader Bowlin, Jones, Sypert, Hol- 
lis, and others. But, unfortunately for 
the Green River counties, it was ordered fo 
Lexington, and from thence it was sent to 
Bardstown to look after the band under Jesse, 
and did good service while there. We arc as- 
aured by intelligent gentlemen of that vicinity, 
that, if Colonel Starling had been allowed to re- 
main at Bardstown and Bloomfield with his 
command a few weeks longer, it would hare 
been impossible for Jesse to have remained in 
that country or to have made his escape, as hg 
has done, to the great shame of our authorities. 
It had been but a few weeks in Bardstown when 
it was ordered back uiider Brigadier-General 
Ilobson, who had collected his forces to drive 
Adam Johnson out of the State. This it assist- 
ed to do, and, with Hobson’s brigade, to which it 
was attached, it was ordered back again to 
Lexington, thence to Burksvillc and Mount 
Sterling, and on broken down horses sent on 
the Saltvilie expedition, ia whiclPthe regiment 
ft 

pline and gallantry. It was in all the most im- 
portant engagements of that unfortunate ex- 
pedition. At Clinch Mountain and at Laurel 
Gap it was in the 1st brigade, under General 
Hobson, and afterward at Saltvillc, when it was 
temporarily transferred to the fid brigade. In 
the retreat from the Salt works, Colonel Starling 
was placed in command of that brigade, Colonel 
Hanson having been left wounded on the field. 
Wherever the regiment has been it has earned a 
reputation for gallantry and a willingness to do 
it* duty, and when stationed citiicr iu detach- 
ments or as a regiment, it has been universally 
popular, and gained a reputation for sobriety, 
the good behavior of its men, and the courtesy 
of its officer!. As an evidence of the work the 
Both haa done, we learn that it has travelled over 
twenty-four hundred miles in the last four 
Eionths. 

We must nat forget to state that six or seven 
miles from Pre«ton6burg a portion of the 1st 
Kentucky cavalry, and three companies of the 
35th (not the fid, as we formerly stated by inad- 
vertence), under Captains C. W. D. Bring. H. D. 
Balier, and Hntson Brown, under command of 
Major. Alexander, of the I t, were detached from 
the. main expedition, and sent into Virginia by the 
wsv of Pound Gap. Meeting with no resistance, 
except from bnahwhaekers. the battalion moved 
rapidly upon tbs village of Gladesrille, at which 
place tbs rebels were found in line of battle, 
four hundred strong. Major Alexander and his 
men, withont, hesitation, charged them with 
impetuous gallantry, drove them in every direc 
tion, capturing, os wa have heretofore stated 
two hundred gnus and one piece of artillery, 
and returned vithout the loss of a single man. 
Captain Prang, we regret to sav, received a se- 
vere though not dangerous wound in his foot. 

The 35th regiment was e onc-vear organiza- 
tion, and, although it is about lo he disbanded, 
we hope the country wi’,1 not entirely lose the 
services of the gallant material of which it is 
composed. Colonel Starling, who has proved 
himself a most efficient officer, and is extremely 
popular with his men, we understand has been 
induced to re-enlist the men for nnother year, 
and will fill the regiment to the full maximum 
of a cavalry regime^, with headquarters at 
Russellville. We hope this is true, and we wish 
liim all manner of success, and trust that the 
men who deserve 60 well of their State and 
country will agree as a unit again to embark 
witli their old commander. 
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Murdered r.T Grp.nn.LAs — O utlaws Fpr- 
iiiTTun to Take the Oath op Allegiascb. 
Several days ago, a gang of seven guerilla 
horse-thieves made a raid into a quiet neigh- 
borhood iu Marshall county, creating a terrible 
commotion among the denizens. About mid- 
day (her met on the open highway an itiner- 
ant peddler, a peaceable inoffensive citizen, and 
made him a prisoner. They robbed him, first, 
of his wares, then of four hundred dollars in 
money, his watch, and even his boots. They 
made him walk along the high road in his bare 
feet about three hundred yards, when they 
halted and held a consultation. Thomas Lolfin, 
one of the guerilla scoundrels, claimed that he 
recognized the peddler as a Federal spy, belong- 
ing to Gregory's scouts. Tho outlaws accepted 
this statement as conclusive evidence, and, 
drawing their pistols, shot him down in cold 
blood. Tlie names of the seven villains guilty 
of this outrage are David Wills, Bill Hendron, 
Jack English, Thomas Lolfin, Buck Walter, 
Geo. Scott, and one Header. 

We arc informed that the next day after the 
perpcl ration of this foul murder, Scott reported 
himself at the Provost Marshal's office iu 
Smithland as a deserter from the rebel army, 
and was released and granted a free pass on 
subscribing to tho oath of allegiance to the 
United States. The Provost Marshal at Smith- 
land appears to transact business in a very im- 
prudent manner. Before administering the oath 
of allegiance to persons of doubtful character, 
be should inquire into their antecedents and 
satisfy himself that they are sincere in their iu- 
tentions. We understand that the notorious 
guerilla Jeff Satterfield has beeu permitted to 
take the oath, and is now walking the streets of 
Smithland as free as the freest of her citizens. 
It is claimed by Union citizens that the clothes 
upon his hack were stolen by him in a raid on 
Princeton. He also sports a fine watch, a part 
of the spoils of the same robbery, ne has been 
guilty ol' many outrages, and should he punish- 
ed for bio villanies. 

Last spring and summer he sailed under the 
sobriquet of Greenback Ranger, and was 
known throughout the southern portion of Ken- 
tucky as the desperate leader of an odllaw band. 
If it is necessary, a number of gentlemen whom 
he lias plundered can be found to testify in re- 
gard to his thieving transactions. Wc have tho 
names before us now, but do not deem it expe- 
dient to give them publicity. One of the horses 
stolen by Satterfield in one of his raids for plun- 
der ia now in bis possession, ami he has a safe- 
guard from the military authorities for the same. 
Such a policy as this is not calculated to result 
In much good, or establish confidence in the 
hearts of firm Union men in regard to the ac- 
tions of the military authorities. Jeff Satter- 
field, the highway robber and guerilla cutthroat, 
now enjoys his freedom, and is protected in it 
by tho authorities at a military post within ten 
miles of where the most of his outlaw depreda- 
tions were committed. Strange, indoed, are de- 
velopments in these memorable times. 

Anothki! Outrage. — Mr. Henry C. Bowman, 
who resides five miles from Lexington, on the 
Parker's Mill road, was aroused from sleep ou 
Thursday night last, about one o'clock, by some 
cue knocking at his door, and calling to him by 
his first name. Supposing that it was a neigh- 
bor’s voice, he opened the door, and was at 
once confronted by live armed men, who de- 
manded his greenbacks. Having no alterna- 
tive, lie handed them his pocket-book, con- 
taining about eighty or ninety dollars, when 
they left. Mr. Bowman does not know any one 
of the parties, us it was quite dark, and their 
faces were too closely mufiled to enable him to 
discern their features. 



Detraction ov Gun. McClellan. — Before 
the Chicago Convention assembled we were im- 
pressed with the force of a remark made by the 
New York Journal of Commerce, that the coun- 
try owes General McClellan a debt it cannot re- 
pay by any honors, and that the Presidency is 
not now so much an honor as an awful respon- 
sibility, and asking him to take it is not repay- 
ing services but is demanding new sacrifices. 
This commendation was the more valuable in- 
asmuch as our New York contemporary had not 
been devoted to the interests of any man or 
any party, but endeavored with careful and hon- 
est intention to do honor to every patriotic sol- 
dier of the Union, and to every man who in 
these troublesome times had sought the good of 
the country without regard to party designs or 
personal ambition. Such a soldier and such a 
man is George B. MeCiellan, aud at one time 
the Journal of Commerce was alone in New 
York City in defending him; he was no party 
man; his politics were unknown, hut he had 
fallen under the ban of the radical power, and 
abuse was poured out upon him without meas- 
ure. This malignant system of aspersion was 
in direct conflict with the former opinion of those 
who disgraced themselves by resortiug to it. It 
was commenced almost as soon as he was 
called to the command of the army as successor 
to Lieutenant-General Winfield Scott, and while 
the Union cause depended upon his sagacity 
and energy, he was the target for the enven- 
omed shafts of ail who had determined that the 
Union should not be restored as it was, but as it 
“ought to be.” At that time President Lincoln 
was true to General McClellan, and he did not 
hesitate to declare that he was head and 
shoulders above any other man who had ap- 
peared in the field. The Journal of Commerce, 
having the files of its city contemporaries at its 
command, quotes radical Republican authority 
to show that the Virginia campaign exhibited 
an ability to understand and a willingness to 
deal with the magnitude of the res!>onsibility 
thrown on him which had not been seen else- 
where. Thus the New York Tribune, in a 
double-leaded editorial on July 1G, 1861 — before 
Bull Run, aad McClellan's call to Washington — 
said : 

It can hardly be treasonable to say that wc 
like the works and wavs 'of Gen. McClellan, 
C'.mmandeaof the main Union army, advancing 
eastward ir. Western Virginia. Man Ms shailew 
rarer be lot! 

And yet the Tribune has recently give nail the 
credit of that campaign to ltosecrens, and ac- 
cused McClellan of total incapacity. There was 
one remarkable fact about that campaign, 
which the Journal of Commerce says then at- 
tracted the attention of observing men, but 
which has been forgotten in the later times and 
rush of events, and this was “that the Adminis- 
tration at Washington had not the courage to 
seize and determine the questions arising in tho 
progress of the war, bnt threw on McClellan the 
entire responsibility of declaring tho relations 
which military operations should have to citi- 
zens, to property, to State laws, and to civil 
rights. Mr, Lincoln refused to give him 
any instructions. McClellan conducted tho Vir- 
ginia campaign successfully, winning the high- 
est praise from all men, and the gre it. fact is 
that he had no orders front Washington, re- 
ceived no replies tb his applications for instruc- 
tions, was left to his own judgment, and, act- 
ing on that, saved Western Virginia and Ken- 
tucky to the Union. We owe those parts of the 
Union to him and only to him. This is a most 
important tmth, and reflects undying honor 
upon hia sagacity, his statesmanship, and his 
military ability; for each and all were called 
into active use, on each depended more or les3 
of the grand success achieved. Whenever lie 
was thus acting, in his whole career, he was 
successfnL Whenever he was interfered with 
by politicians, he was obliged to struggle against 
obstacles which superhuman ability alone could 
successfully oppose.” 

Bull Run was fought on Jnlv 22. 1861, and 
McClellan was called toWashington, which was 
seriously menaced, aud placed in command of 
tbe whole army. The magic vitality which he 
iafnsed into operations there is well described 
by the New York Tribune, of August 1, 1861, 
after speaking of the changed atmosphere of 
Washington, in these words: 

The chief cause of this changed atmosphere is 
the confidence now felt at Washington— a con- 
fidence produced by the rapidly arriving troops, 
tbe zeal of the government in all its depart- 
ments, and especially by the advent of the 
young General who is called to the command of 
the Army of the Potomac, and by the admira- 
ble discipline he has put in force. ’ * * * 

But tbe personal characteristics of General Mc- 
Clellan and the characteristics of his mind, per- 
haps, do more to inspire confidence in him as a 
leader than any positive reforms he proposes to 
effect. He looks at his army as au army of men 
who have brains and hearts and organs of di- 
gestion. * * * Acknowledging the 

truth of the saving that what one does for him- 
self U well done, he attends personally to such 
of the details of his camps as be can reach, and 
examines single examples of the mass he is not 
able to cover. 

He comes soon to know the faces of all his 
soldiers, and to be personally known by all of 
them. As an effect of this they regard him with 
an enthusiasm which will send them with shouts 
into the most desperate fight, inspiring a desire 
to win his commendation. * * A watchful 
eye, a kindly heart, a just head, a gentle hand, 
and a tongue which will be terrible in censure, 
but grateful in praise, mark the officer who is 
now to have so important a position under our 
General-in-Chief. We may confidently look for 
an army well officered, w<4! ordered, thoroughly 
equipped; for brilliant strategy, for a courage 
pervading the force, which will' withstand even 
that most direful enemy, panic, and for a future 
steady advance from victory to victory. 

The above was written just at the time Mc- 
Clellan commenced liis vitalizing process, but 
at the close of the sumo month, on the 25th of 
August, 1861, the Tribune, in au editorial arti- 
cle, said : 

General McClellan is evidently -ti accom- 
plished soldier. There i- a quiet, unostenta- 
tious, but decided spirit in ev-n thing that he 
does, and an earnest, business like purpose in 
ids efforts to briug our volunteer army under 
discipline. With the qu,ek rye of an energetic 
and experienced commander he has seen the de- 
fects of its organization and lias commenced 
the work of reform at once. 

We will here pause for this morning, and ask 
» careful perusal of these extracts from the Tri- 
bune." To-morrow wo will continue the subject, 
and show why, when, and where the outcry 
against McClellan originated, and how the en- 
tire pack of abolition hounds were let loose 
upon him for no other cause than to subserve a 
base partisan purpose. 

Burned to Death, — A little child named 
Alice Dougherty, wlioecpareuts reside on Lower 
Fifth street, New Albany, says the Ledger, was 
bui ned to death on Wednesday. The mother 

shut the child up in a lower room, where there 
was a stove with fire in it, and went up stairs, 
where she remained somo fifteen minutes. 
When-she returned down stairs she discovered 
the child ly ing in the corner of the room literal- 
ly burned into a crisp, and in the agonies of 
death. She returned up stairs, and informed a 
soldier who was there of the terrible calamity, 
and he aided her in removing the child to a bed. 
It is supposed the child ignited a small stick in 
the fire, and by this means set its clothes on fire. 
Wliut is most singular about the whole affair is 
that its shrieks were not heard by the mother 
or the soldier up stairs. Its little body presented 
a most horrible appearance. The coroner held 
au inquest on the body, the jury returning a ver- 
dict of death from accidental burning. 

Guerillas in Pike County. — A band of gue- 
rillas, estimated at 200 to 500 strong, made Us 
appearance in Pike county, Mo., a few days 
ago. The rascals robbed several persons in the 
neighborhood of Ashley and Louisville, and 
created a great deal of alarm.

Uis 
w ines were pronounced by the Committee and 
State Board as tuperior in flavor, aud every 
way, to anything of the kind on exhibition or 
that bas ever been exhibited in this country. 
Mr. Tiukham received a silver medal aud a 
diploma from the committee, and a complimen- 
tary diploma from the State Board, for superior 
merit, which may be regarded by Messrs. 
Perkins, Stern, A Co. as a most flattering testi- 
monial in favor of their wines, and equivalent 
to the beet that can be said by the Committee 
or Board of any State Fair. Wines 
have been mode in California for nearly 
a hundred years port by tbe Monks of the Old 
Spanish Missions. These wines had quite a rep- 
utation long before California came into the 
possession of the United States. Some ten years 
sinee, two Germans by the names ot Kohler and 
Frobling commenced the wine- manufacture as 
a business in the southern part of that country, 
or in the district of Los Angelos, some five 
hundred miles south of San Francisco. As- 
sociated with them was Mr. Carl Stern- 
now of the firm of Perkins, Stern, <fe Co. — 
who remained in the business with them 
them some six year®.

Brandy, which arc warranted to be actually and 
absolutely pure, and therefore sound. Those 
who arc interested iu this development of our 
Pacific State, should examine the stosk which

Iowa IiKHF.Ls Joining Prior — Onb Hunorkd 
and Fifty of them in Howard County. — The 
St. Louis Union learns by citizens of Howard 
county, Missouri, who left there on Sunday, that 
there were no rebels at Glasgow, ami have not 
been since Anderson's guerillas left the place. 
Fayette is still held by the rebels, the force there 
being one hundred and fifty men from Iowa, 
who have recently come down to join Price’s 
army. It is stated that six hundred others from 
Iowa aud Illinois are on their way through 
North Missouri to join the rebel army. It is 
reported that Bill Anderson refuses to submit to 
the authority of Price, and add Ills band of cut- 
throats to the rebel army, and that Price had 
sent Quantrill with a force of four hundred men 
in pursuit of Aaderson, to break up thu band 
and bring the leader to his camp.

Sm: Your communication of the 15th inst., 
setting forth terms upon which I can obtain a 
permit, was handed me by your friend, Mr. 
Richard Young, and I avail myself of this op- 
poitunitv to attempt a reply. You will pardon 
me. I hope, for saying I pondered well the con- 
tents of your letter, in order to plan, if possible, 
one word or sentiment in it casting the slightest 
doubt npon my loyalty. My labor was all in 
vain. You do, however, state three distinct propo- 
sitions, upon compliance with which you promise 
to consider my application for permit: First, 
“If you (I) will retract what you (I) said, name- 
ly, thatyou (1) would as soon vote for Jeff Davis 
as to vote for Abe Lincoln;” second, “and with- 
draw your (my) slang about Lincoln clique*;" 
and, third, “thatyou (l) have not the requisites 
of a gentleman.*' 

Belore entering into the discussion of the 
above propositions. I may remark that I under- 
stand the order of General Burbridge establish- 
ing Boards of Trade, granting permits, Ac , to 
apply strictly to disloyal persons, and to affect 
them alone. If it weie otherwise, the order, in 
ray opinion, would be outrageously unjust, and 
oppressive in the extreme. 

I do not deny using the language you attribute 
to me: far from it. But, did T use that language 
in a disloyal sense? You will not have the har- 
dihood to bland up and controvert the fact, that 
I distinctly qualified the assertion I had made in 
the presence of yourself and a number of other 
gentlemen that I would not rote for either Jeff 
DaiisorAbc Lincoln upon any consideration 
whatever; that Jeff Davis was a traitor to his 
country, and justly deserved the halter, 
and that Abe Lincoln had violated 
every pledge he had ever made to the 
American people, and, therefore, was un worth v 
of my suffrage. I made the assertion, as you 
are very well aware, as an argument in favor of 
that matchless patriot and statesman, that no- 
ble, gallant, and tried soldier, and true Chris- 
tian gem lemau, George B. McClellan. If you 
are a reader of Brown low’s Knoxville Whig you 
have doubtless observed that the Editor of that 
paper makes use of similar language as an ar- 
gument in favor of Lincoln. He says he would 
rather vote for a certain Major-General in the 
rebel army than to vote for a man who is for 
the restoration of the Union at all hazards. It

If it requires that a man 
bball crawl upon his bell win order to kiss the 
foot of i ower, 1 am no gentleman. Before I 
would be such a gentleman, “I would rather be 
a dog and bay the moon.” In conclusion, I will 
say, Hint, in my judgment, these side issues 
have nothing w hatever to do with my getting a 
permit. If T am a loyal man, I am iustlv and 
pro] >erly entitled to tiie benefits of the permit 
system.

Tkrrible Collision on thu Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad. — A t two o’clock on Monday 
morning, a terrible collision took place on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, at Glover's Gap, 
which resulted in the almost instant death of 
three persons, and the serious injury of ten or 
twelve others. The passenger $rain due in 
Wheeling on Sunday evening, was ten hours be- 
hind time. It was coming along at a pretty 
rapid rate when it came in collision with an 
eastern-bound stock-train. The collision took 
place in a narrow curve, and the trains were bo 
near together whemthe danger was discovered 
that it was impossible to give any signs of warn- 
ing. Mr. Joseph Fulton, the engineer of the 
passenger train, was almo 6 t Instantly killed. 
Dennis Campbell, who was acting as fireman, 
was dargerously, and it is thought fatally in- 
jured. Mr. Griffith, the fireman on the freight- 
engine, jumped from the engine into a culvert, 
and was there crushed to death in the wreck. A 
soldier by tbe name of Howard, belonging to 
the 6 th West Virginia infantry, was instantly 
killed. 

There were quite a nnmbe .1 of soldiers on the 
paFpenger train going to Wheeling to be mus- 
tered out of the service. Some ten or twelve of 
these were more or less injured, 6 ome, it is 
feared, fatally. Capt. Hall, of the 6 th, had a 
leg broken, and was otherwise injured. Mr. 
Shrode*, the eondnetor of the passenger train, 
received a severe internal injury, though hopes 
are entertaided of his recovery. Several f the 
passenger-cars were literally crushed to atoms, 
and it is regarded as miraculous that many more 
were not killed and maimed. Quito, a number 
of horses on the stock train were killed aud in- 
jured. The occurrence of the accident is attrib- 
uted to a difference in the time kept by the two 
conductors. 

The 6 cene presented after the accident, is de- 
scribed as a most terrible one. The shrieks o 
the wounded and the general alarm and con- 
fusion appeared for a time to have utterly 
palsied the arms of those who were able to 
render assistance, but the great work o r extri- 
cating the wounded and dead, and providing 
for the comfort of the former, was not long de- 
layed, and those who assisted are <- milled to all 
praise. 

itiT A report has reached tliis city that Col. 
Roger Martin, of the 66 th Indiana, was killed 
by Hood’s sharpshooters last week, in Tennessee, 
while placing his regiment in position as a pick- 
et guard. We hope the report may profe un- 
true.

The wants of the Commission have been par 
tially met by the branches in other States, send- 
ing iis several thousand dollars already to sup- 
plement the benefactions we here acknowledge, 
nnd we hope hereafter to have less occasion io 
send abroad for aid, by securing more of what 
is indispensable at this place and throughout 
the State of Kentucky. •

SPECIAL DESrATCHES. 

Washeigtok, Oct. 27. 

A negotiation between Generals Grant and 
Lee, with tbe s»ncti»n of tbe authorities of the 
gorerement on cither side, has been prog easing 
rime the 6 II 1 of October, the announcement of 
which will lie hailed with the sincerest gratifi- 
cation tlirongliotit the country. 

It has not yet been completed, but lias reached 
such a stage that I am permitted to giro some 
of its details. On the 6 tU of October C'crinmU- 
sioner Ould, of the rebel goYemment, addressed 
a letter to Major-General Hitchcock, not send- 
ing it through tbe ordinary channels, but mail- 
ing it at Fortress Monroe. 

This letter proposed to General Hitchcock to 
alleviate the sufferings of tbe prisoners on ei- 
ther side by allowing the Executive to under- 
take the clothing and feeding of its own paroled 
prisoners, and for that purpose the United States 
to send its clothing and provisions directly to 
the points nearest the prisoners, the rebel gov- 
ernment to be permitted to buy at any place it 
pleases an abundance ot such -supplies as it 
wishes to furnish its prisoners. 

Gen. Hitchcock, observing the irregularity Of 
the mahner in which Commissioner Ould had 
approached him ou the subject, referred the lat- 
ter to the War Department, where it was de- 
cided to send it down to Gen. Butler, through 
whose hands originally it should have come. 

Even Fuller was struck with the proposition, 
and laid it in person before General Grant. On 
the 18th of October, General Grant addressed a 
letter to General Lee reciting the snhstanca of 
Contmbrioner Ould's proposition, and saying 
ho approved of it. 

On the lbth General Lee replied, saying he 
had construed General Grant’s letter as an 
acceptance of Commissioner Ould's proposi- 
tion inquiring whether lie was right in this 
court ruction, nnd adding that he thought it 
wouiV 1 ■> well to limit the supplies to neecssa 
ties nud comforts, excluding delicacies, in order 
to a- id overburdering the transportation de- 
partment. 

On the 20th Gen. Grant replied to this, saying 
he did accept the proposition, aud asking that 
a detailed plan for putting it into operation be 
at once prepared. 

Tbe correspondence on both sides exhibited 
commendable anxiety to do anything that can 
be done to alleviate the condition of tho prison- 
ers. General Grant especially repeats that he 
will favor any plan that will relieve him. 

Parties who came up on the regular mailboat 
express the opinion that indications were that 
Lee meditated an attack on our left. Parties 
who arrived here this morning from General 
Augur's headquarters at Ucctortown, Virginia, 
state that no guerillas have made their appear- 
ance in any numbers along the line of the Ma- 
nassas Gap F.ailroad for some time past. 

Tlie road is strongly guarded, and no recent 
attempt to Interfere witli it has been made by 
tbe rebels. 

Direct intelligence from the Talley gives no 
news of importance. 

Such additions have been made to tlie Wil- 
mington blockade as will in future render it so 
effective as to make it next to an impossibility 
for any blockade runner to get into port. 

Tlie cotton trade regulations arc still in an 
unsettled state. They have beeu considered at 
ono Cabinet meeting, but did not meet with 
general approval. Secretary Fessenden is un- 
derstood to be opposed to the law under which 
negotiations are to be made, and it is probable 
that ba will recommend a new modification 
when Congress meets. 

TO TUB ASSOCIATBD PKBSS. 

New York, Oct. 28. 

Tl e Herald’s Winchester correspondent of 
tbe 27th .-ay -. The enemy has still a very strong 
force inibe Valley. It is reliably reported to be 
re-organizing. Tbe encmv has a strong force 
of cavalry iu the Luray Valley, under cover of 
the present stillness. 

Movements arc being made by the enemv of 
an eminently important character. At tbe time 
when the laic bstlie of the loth took place the 
enemy had stationed three brigades of cavalry 
near Milford creek, in Luray Valiev. 

When the general rebel movement was made, 
this force advanced to Brecklin’s ford, on the 
Shenandoah liver, and Front Ro-.ak In the 
movement, it is stated, they were met by Pow- 
ell's division of cavalry and checked, when tbe 
rebels met with a defeat. 

They retired to Slilford. w ithin the line of 
the fortifications there ererted at a eommand- 
ii g : ot 111 m, for certain s’ ntial mill 
reasons. 

A reconnoHering party, about 306 strong, 
went out on the 24th froin Powell's division, in 
the neighborhood of Front Koval. The expe- 
ditioajvns commanded by Major Gibson, who 
so gallantly distinguished himself in Averill's 
action at Moorelicld iu July last. 

During the early hours of the morning of the 
24th, Msjor Gibson moved lais command across 
ho*h branches of the Shenandoah river, and, 
moving through Front Koval, passed ou toward 
Milford and the Luray Valley. 

Before day light he came upon the cnemv's 
pickets and drove them in, capturing one or 
two. He then passed rapidly on toward Mil- 
lot d Creek. 

On the way up be met tbe enemy in line of 
battle with two pieces of artillery, and although 
liis force did not exceed 800, he deployed it in 
line of battle without a reserve and charged 
till Ui. 

Tlie enemy, perhaps remembering our late as- 
tonishing cavalry operations, did nothing more 
than fire one voiley and broke. Gibson contin- 
ued tlie pursuit as rapidly as it was possible for 
hint to move-forward in darkness. 

The enemy kept his artillery in the mirk. and. 
after firing one round, limbered up'nnd made oil 
to the rear. Ow iug to Gibson’s Inferior force he 
could not Dank tbe enemy and got at bis artil- 
ltry. Tbe enemy sent the artillery to the rear 
ahead, and kept the cavalry right and left of the 
road to cover its getting oiT.

ilo , c <• rebel fortifications, in which they

Remarkable Discovert. — Last evening, says 
the Cairo Democrat of Wednesday, a party of 
laborers engaged in digging a cellar in tbe 
Fourth Ward, having gone about four feet be- 
low the surface of the ground, greatly to their 
surprise and wonderment, disinterred a partial- 
ly decayed coffin, containing the skeleton of a 
female child. Every vesture of a shroud or 
buiiai clothes, if it had any, were entirely gone, 
aud no token of identity was discoverable, save 
a beautiful gold ring on one of the finger bones, 
and initialed, in plain characters, on the inner 
surface, J. S. V. Judging from the skeleton, 
we should think the child, whose burial in this 
place can but seem a mystery, to have been be- 
tween ten and tbirteeu years of age. The lower 
portion of the coffin was almost decayed, while 
the lid was in a 6 tate of partial preservation, 
and adjusted to the other portions with silver- 
topped screws, which can but suggest at once 
respectability on the part of the inmate. ' 



Retaliation. — At Vicksburg, the rebel au- 
thorities having sent a Union family to our lines 
as “traitors to the Confederate cause,” and con- 
fiscated their property, Genei.il Dana has ’sent a 
family of rebel proclivities to the “Confederate” 
linep, confiscated their house, and given the use 
of it to the exiled Union family. 

This, at the first glance, looks as if it were 
justice, but is it? Why punish tlie members of 
a private family with confiscation for the offence 
of a rebel General, over whom they had unques- 
tionably no more influence than over llio Presi- 
dent of the United jStatea? 

Death of Ex-Governob Wood. — Ex-Gover- 
uor Reuben Wood, of Ohio, died recently at 
Evergreen Place, Rockport, Cuyahoga county, 
iu the seventy-third year of his age. He filled a 
number of positions of honor and profit, suclias 
Supreme Judge of the State of Ohio, Governor 
of Ohio two terms, consul to Valparaiso, Ac. 
Of late years he hid retired from political life, 
devoting his entire attention to agriculture, 
sharing with his workmen tho labors of the 
field. 

Sir Five of Morgan’^ men escaped from Camp 
Douglas, Chicago, on Monday night, by digging 
their way out. They had professed Union senti- 
ments and a desire to take the oath, aud were, 
therefore, employed as nurses in the hospitals. 

igTThc subjoined statement iu regard to J. T. 
Bolinger, who had an impudent letter io his 
Louisville organ of Wednesday, has been hand- 
ed to us. We have no doubt that Bolinger, like 
that other cori espondent of the or»Jan, Lueien 
Anderson, has been a very great scamp. Bolin- 
gcr, if we arc rightly informed, played, for a 
considerable time, an exceedingly strong game 
at Mayfield. lie bad a store there, and wo well 
remember how often he was said to be robbed 
by the guerillas and bow much sympathy was 
excited here and elsewhere iu his behalf. But 
we now learn, from men wlio profess to know 
all about tho matter, that he regularly kept iu 
his t tore exactly those things which the rebels 
most needed, and that the guerillas, iu seizing 
them, acted only in pursuance of a secret under- 
standing with him, paying him most lavishly 
for everything they took. We don’t vouch for 
this but we believe it. If we ever find that we 
have done him injustice, wc shall make all haste 
to correct it: 

At the time Paine assumed command Bolinger 
sent a tiisloy&l agent to Hickman to collect cot- 
ton and tobacco there. He bad not done it be- 
fore because he ascertained he would not be able 
to get it out — neither Gen. Wasliburne nor Gen. 
Prince would have permitted him to ship it or 
remove it. 

Ti e cotton and tobacco of Bolinger wa=* 
hauled to Hickman underwritten permits of 
guerilla leaders, whose parties while this w as 
going on unloaded the produce of Union men 
outside of Hickman and refused to allow it to 
be hauled to Hickman. As soon as the produce 
was collected in considerable quantity at Hick- 
man, the ageut wrote to Norton & Bros, that it 
w as in danger of being burnt by rebels, although 
he knew it was not in any such danger, and 
that they would protect it because it was dis- 
loval produce. 

v fbc story that Lieut. Johnson of Gen. Paine’s 
staff' could give a permit so contrary to all or- 
ders as for the convoy to go to Hickman and 
take aw ay produce, does not possess any plausi- 
bilitv, it 'being utterly impossible. lie could 
not give the ] ermit without being expre^ly au- 
thorized hr Gen. Paine. 

The Captain of the convoy says hia boat was 
ordered, from Paine’s headquarters, to wait for 
“a Colonel”. Bolinger^came aboard and said 
he was the person the boat was waiting for, 
and the boat then left Paducah for Cairo and 
Co umbus. Ou the way Bolinger told 

the Captain his boat was going to Hick- 
man to take him. At Columbus an 
order reached him by telegraph from Paducah 
to go to Hickman and take Bolinger and bring 
pi ui a wav with the produce. This was the first 
time. I believe tbe convoy went to Hickman 
tw ice during Paine’s administration for cotton 
end tobacco, and was about to go the third time, 
when Paine was relieved, and the nefarious bu- 
siness stopped. 

Bolinger and Anderson got the President to 
station Paine at Paducah for their own pur- 

i tote--; this cotton and tuba \o business at 

lick man represents one of his uses. 

Lo'al sentiment in Western Kentucky burns 
with the outrages of Bolinger; and I believe the 
evidence of his mode of doing business beyond 
our lines is. being gathered.

The Union is the guarantee of the peace, the 
power, the prosperity of this people; ami no 
man would deprecate more heartily, or oppose 
more persistinglr, the establishment of another 
government over any portion of the territory 
ever within its limits. 

I am in favor of exacting no conditions, in- 
sisting upon no terms, not prescribed in the 
constitution, and I am opposed to every course 
of policy which will defeat the re-establishment 
of the government upon its old foundations, 
and in its territorial integrity.

My Dear Sir : X have v received vour letter. 
In the very beginning of this war— in the tirst 
days of the extra session of 1861— I said in my 
place in Congress that 1 would vote for all 
measures necessary to enable the government to 
maintain its honor and dignity and prevent dis- 
aster to its flag. I have done' so. 

I thought, by the adoption of such measures, 
the faith of the government was pledged to the 
troops in the field, and must not be forfeited bv 
inadequate supplies. I nerer gave a vote which 
was incompatible with this sentiment. 

Ail aproprijjtions, pure and simple, for the 
support and ellieieney of the nrmv and navv, 
had my cordial concurrence. It was only when 
they were connected with other, and improper, 
appropriations — when, by reason of their popu- 
larity, they were loaded down with fraudulent 
items for the benefit of contractors and specula- 
tors, and every attcmptjto separate'them tailed— 
when they were made a stalking-horse for some 
abolition scheme — that I was constrained re- 
luctantly to vote against the whole bill. 

But I repeat tliatl voted against no bill which 
was confined simply to the object of supplies 
for the army and navv.

To theee admirable letters we will subjoin the 
admirable speech delivered by Mr. Pendleton 
last Monday night in acknowledgment of. a 
serenade in the city of New York. We give the 
report of the Herald, which is one of his bitter 
est and most unscrupulous adversaries : 

Hon. George II. Pendleton was serenaded last 
night at the New York Hotel by the McClellan 
Legion, an assoc iation composed of former sol- 
diers of the Army of the Potomac. A large 
number of persons having assembled, Mr. Pen 
dleton was introduced by the Hon. John Yan 
Iiurcn, and spoke as follow s : 

I thank you for this manifestation of vour kind 
feeling tow ard myself. I am the more grateful 
for it as coming from men who have stood in 
the fore front of danger, and perilled their lives 
for their country. [Loud cheers. ] I accept it 
as an evidence of your confidence in and of your 
sympathy with mv devotion to the Union and 
the Constitution. [Three cheers for George II. 
Pendleton.] I have rarely found it necessary to 
reply to any personal attack. A friend has just 
handed me a pamphlet, which ho tells me has 
extensive circulation both here and in the array. 

It professes to be a record of my speeches aiid 
votes in Congress, and to prove from them my 
hostility to the Republic. It professes, to lie 
published by the “Union Congressional Com- 
mittee, ” and to be compiled from the Congres- 
sional Globe, to which it appeals for its entire 
accuracy. On the 7th page of that pamphlet 
I am charged with having voted against cer- 
tain resolutions on the 7th July, 1864. Now, 

If any of you, gentlemen, will examine the 
Globe,- or the file of any daily newspaper of your 
city, or will eveu tax his recollection, he will 
find that Congress adjourned on the 1th day of 
July, 1864. [Great laughter ] From this speci- 
men of fraud and forgery, I leave you to 
judge of the credibility of tlie whole fabrication. 

I Laughter and applause.] I was boru in Ohio. 

I have lived all my life in the Northwest. 

It now the sentiment of tlie people. I sympa- 
thize entirely with it. They are attached bv 
every tie of affection and interest to this Union. 
[Loud cheering.] Unlike New York, tliev have 
never known another government; they never 
existed as a political community before this 
government was formed, and their hearts cling 
to this government with indescribable tenacity. 
[Gi'eat applause.] Unlike you, thev are an 
inland people, chiefly devoted to agriculture. 

As an integral and controlling portion of the 
Union, they have prestige and power; they 
fear from disunion isolation from tlie 
world, and the loss of that prestige and 
power. [Cheers.] Their Interest requires that 
they should have speedy and easy communica- 
tion with the ocean, and this they intend to 
have, both by the Gulf of Mexico and the eltv 
of New York, by conciliation and peace, if the’v 
can; by all the force and power which a teem- 
ing population and a fruitful soil eive them, if 
they must. [Loud cheers.] They" believe that 
the first step toward maintaining the Union is 
tlie election of General McClellan. [Great 
cheering.] They believe that the restoration of 
tlie Democratic party to power will produce 
Union. [Cheers.] They believe the policy of 
this Administration toward both the Southern 
Slid Northern States is fatal to the Union. 
[That’s so.] General McClellan, in his Harri- 
son Landing letter, said: “Neither confiscation 
of property, nor political executions of persons, 
lior territorial organization of States, nor 
forcible abolition of slavery, should lie for one 
moment thought of.” [Cheers.] In his letter of 
\ acceptance, lie said: “The Union was orig- 
inally formed by the exercise of a spirit of con- 
ciliation and compromise. To restore and pre- 
serve it a like spirit must prevail in tlie councils 
of the country and in the hearts of 
the people.” [Cheers.] The Democratic 
psrtv is pledged to an unswerving fidelity 
to tlie Union under the Constitution. [Cheers.’] 

It is pledged to “the restoration of peace 
on tlie basis of the Federal Union of tlie 
Suites.” [Loud applause.] We believe, nav, 
we know, that if this party shall be restored to 
power, il this policy shall prevail, the Union will 
lie restored; State after State will return to us, 
and the echoes of our rejoicing will come down 
to us from the vaults of Heaven itself, in token 
that Deitv approves that statesmanship which 
tempers all its policy with moderation and jus- 
tice and concUitation. [Cheers.] When next I 
meet you I hope we may have already entered 
on that work. Again, gentlemen, I thank you 
for vour attention, arid wish you good night. 
[Loud and long cheers followed the speech.] 

Such is the position of George H. Pendleton.

ipij Wc are in the midst of two perilous wars 
— the war against the Union and the war again?), 
the Constitution; — the one commenced and 
carried on by armed rebels for the purpose of 
disunion, and the other by Federal officials for 
the purpose of consolidation and retention of 
their party power. 

The war against the Union is the result of the 
co-operative aid of bad men North and South, 
in promoting sectional jealousy and hate, de 
predating the value aud weakening the love of 
the Union, and of party conflicts for power, as 
well expressed in the following resolution, 
adopted in 1859 by the legislature of Tennessee, 
whilst untainted by disuuionism: 

All the evils growing out of intense slavery 
agitation, all the discord, alienation, and bitter 
hatred between North and South, are the legiti- 
mate fruit, not of any necessary or irrepressible 
conflict between free" and slave labor, but of a 
conflict between rival aspirants in the race of 
ambition, North and Sonth, urged on by an inor- 
dinate greed for official power and plunder. 

The responsibility for the war rests hoavily 
upon the abolition party and its President. 

When, despite the earnest warnings of ail dis- 
interested men, they in reckless pursuit of pow- 
er availed themselves of the universal prejudice 
against slavery to organize a purely sectional 
anti-slavery party, they enabled the Southern 
disunionists to organize an opposing sectional 
party in the South for protection against their 
hostility. The civil war is but tlie natural re- 
sult of the aollision between those parties, and 
a fulfilment of the oft-repeated predictions of 
all intelligent men outside of those parties. 

For the great calamity of this war, these 
men owe the nation a signal atonement. In- 
stead of making atonement, or even manifest- 
ing decent contrition, they impiously attempt to 
transfer over upon Providence a responsibility 
due alone to their own folly or wickedness. In- 
stead of doing anything to soothe that fear of 
abolition hate and misrule which caused the re- 
bsllion, they have done" all they, could to in- 
crease the fear and prove that it was well found- 
ed. Instead of doing anything to abridge 
or allcviate'the great national calamity of their 
inflicting, they have done all they could toward 
its increase and prolongation by precluding all 
chance of amicable restoration. 

By adopting aud propagating the false dogma 
of the “irrepressible conflict,” invented by se- 
cessionists for disunion purposes,- these men 
hoped to disguise their real aim— the pursuit of 
power. By its incessant reiteration now they 
hope to disguise their present main object— the 
infliction of demoniac vengeance upon the whole 
people of the South, one half of whom at least 
are mere innocent victims of the crime of the 
abolitionists in instigating tlie war. 

The abundant disproof of tlie dogma lies in 
the unprecedentedly rapid growth of the nation 
in wealth and population; a growth not even 
checked by the incessant agitation of the slave- 
ry subject during the last twenty-five or thirty 
years; thus proving, that to be let alone in its 
well-doing was ail the nation needed for an in- 
definite continuance of its prosperity. 

Despite the derision which the dogma met 
from all disinterested intelligence, despite its 
obvious disunion tendency as furnishing a per- 
suasive argument in favor of disunion, these 
men not only propagated it, but enhanced the 
suspicion thereby created of their disunion pro- 
clivity, by their close affiliation with those 
original abolitionists who for long years had 
been seeking disunion and publicly avowing 
their hate for the Constitution and the Union as 
“covenants with death and leagues with hell;" 
and by their success in defeating efforts at eon- 
ciliation. 

They have done nothing to remove but every 
thing to enhance this imputation on their loy- 
alty. Since the war lias reached a stage where 
they deemed it impracticable for the uou-aboli- 
tionized part of the nation to withhold ita sup- 
port, these men have ceased all hypocritical 
concealment and shown that Union restoration 
was a subordinate, minor object with them. 

Their counterparts at the South, the original 
6 ecesslonists, skilfully availing themselves of 
their acts to propagate disuniouism at the South, 
and having adroitly obtained control of the 
legislatures, were enabled to precipitate the dis- 
union movement, contrary to the desire of a ma- 
jority of the Southern people, according to the 
very probable showing of President Lincoln. 

They attempt to justify the rebellion on the 
pretended right of secession. Neither the letter 
nor the spirit of the constitution sanctions any 
such l ight. On the contrary, the constitution 
announces as its leading object “to form a more 
perfect Union,” with which such a right is in- 
compatible. The right is inconsistent with any 
reliable durability totlie Union. The attempted 
exercise of the right is nothing but the right of 
rebellion, which, be it what it may, Is ever ac- 
companied by the correlative right of suppres- 
sion on the part of the government. 

Tlie first practical use made of the pretended 
right was in the threat of New England seces- 
sion, made by its Representatives on account of 
the admission of Louisiana into the Union. The 
next use Was that attempted through the noto 
rious Hartford Convention, to accomplish New 
England secession by its then dominant party, 
through civil war and traitorous betrayal to a 
foreign enemy. Against the right wlicu then 
asserted none were more denunciatory than the 
people of the very States who are now affirm- 
ing its existence, in their own justification. 

The great majority of the nation, those inhab- 
iting the central portions of our country, have 
always been free from any taint of the heresy. 

The civil war, so far as it depended upon the 
trick of precipitation, required the perpetration 
of one of tlie greatest crimes ever committvd. 

For this the desperadoes who accomplished the 
trick must be condemned as among the worst 
conspirators aud traitors of all time. Their 
consciences, if they have any, must be agonized 
by the contemplation of tlie irremediable ruin 
they hare already brought upon the South. 

This censure is all the more deserved from the 
very probable fact that irritation at the loss 
aud despair of regaining political party power 
had mare to do with the action of those desper- 
adoes than any serious belief in benefit to the 
South from disunion. 

If tlie abolition party be successful 
in its war against the constitution, its members 
will be liable to similar stings of conscience for 
their equal crime against our country.

rmO’Pit**ss and tub Journal* — The Press of 
yesterday morning contains a labored effort in 
relation to the Journal, which fails to establish 
anything but its own bad humor. The organ 
is considerably exercised over what it pleases 
to term a “spiteful allusion’’ of the Journal in 
a brief comment offered by us on the arrest of 
Mr. Morse, of the Lafayette Democrat. The 
Press then proceeds to give what it calls the 
facts in the case. It says: 

Morse, doiDg business in Louisville, was en- 
rolled aud dratted, and a notice left at the place 
designated by the enrolling officer, he having, 
in the mean time, changed his business to In- 
diana. The law provides that a notice left at 
lie place of residence shall be as valid as a per- 
_nal service, and that any one so notified and 
ailing to report shall be arrested and held as a 
deserter. The notice was left as designated by 
the enrolment. Upon being informed that Morse 
was living in Lafayette, Indiana, there was 
no discretion left, but it became the duty ol the 
Provost Marshal to promptly order his arrest, 
which was done. There was no inquiry to be 
made “beforehand " — none could be made until 
the drafted man presented himself in person, 
with his claim for exemption. Nearly six 
weeks had passed since the draft, and the Board 
had held daily sessions, and Mr. Morse had not 
appeared. lie could be regarded in no other 
light than as a deserter, and as lie had failed to 
present his claims for exemption, it was his own 
fault. 

The intimacy of the Editors of the Press and 
the officers constituting the Board of Enrolment, 
are well known, and every person conversant 
with this fact has a right to presume that the 
Provost Marshal knew that Mr. Morse had re- 
moved from the city, and established himself in 
business in another State at the time the draft 
was completed in Kentucky. Mr. M., up to the 
day of his leaving Louisville, was connected 
with the editorial department of the Press, and 
certainly it is fair to believe that the Board was 
not ignorant of his departure from the city. 
Mr. Morse was not a permanent resi- 
dent of the State, and nobody, had 
a" "better opportunity to understand this fact 
than the Editors of the Press and the Board of 
Enrolment. Wbv was not the notice of his being 
drafted sent to Lafayette, where it was known he 
had gone to establish himself in permanent busi- 
ness, instead of sending it to his boarding-house. 

Ti the r< ldence of Mr. M. T te 

explanation of the Press does not make the case 
more plain. We are still of the opinion that 
“undue haste was exercised in procuring the 
arrest of Mr. Morse.” 



O* Dr. Thomas W. Owing*, the representa- 
tive in the Legislature from Meade coufity, has 
just returned from Washington City, where he 
went to have an interview with Provost Marshal 
General Fry, for the purpose of having our quo- 
t a of drafted men adjusted properly. lie was 
.unable to obtain any suspension of the draft, 

ut he succeeded in having the order heretofore 
applicable exclusively to the Second District ex- 
tended over the entire State. This order is the 
one granted to the Hon. Gearge II. Teaman and 
Dr. Busli a few weeks since. It will therefose 
be to the interest of every county in the State 
to correct its enrolment as soon as possible, and 
this should be done everywhere, no matter 
whether the draft has been enforced in a special 
locality or not, for it is not concealed at Wash- 
ington that there will be further calls upon the 
people, and as volunteering canuot be depended 
upon to secure men, the draft, without the priv- 
ilege of providingsubstitute9,will be resorted to. 
If all ourcounties correct theirenrolments, Ken- 
tucky will be found tohavegiven overherquota 
on past requisitions, and thus will be credited 
upon any future call. The service which Dr. 
Owings has rendered to our people is highly im- 
portant, and we hope liis exertions will not bo 
rendered useless by delay in the correction of 
county enrolments. 

Kkscced fuom the Fai.i.s. — On Thursday 
three boys were engaged in rowing a skiff on 
the river at the head of the falls. They ventured 
too far, and soon were drifting with the current. 
The boat became unmanageable, and the three 
boys abandoned their craft, springing into the 
water, and obtaining a foot-hold on a rock in the 
longest part of the eddy. All around them 
ww . nr grand sea ..fronting rapid-., .-.-id. unit 
speedy deliverance \\% at hand, the three must 
perish in the waters. A yawl from one of the 
gunboats was manned, and started to their re- 
lief. In the meantime, Capt. McNeily, of the 
bell-boat, observed the accident, and saw at a 
glance the dangerous situation of the boys. 
One of his light skill's, under the Captain’s di- 
rection, was soon speeding to the rescue, 
"Ynauned by three of liis most expert oarsmen, 
two of them his sons. The little craft shot gal- 
lantly forward, and, leaving the gunboat yawl 
far behind, was soon riding the rapids. With a 
dexterous manoeuvre, the boat was made to 
sweep by the rock, and, the three boy s jumping 
aboard, the light craft with it* precious freight 
was rowed safely hack to shore. The young 
McNeilys are perfectly at home on the water, 
are expert oar»mcn, and fearless of danger. 
About a month ago, they rescued a party of boys 
from iT similar perilous position. 



Ox Parole. — 8ome davs ago, Urban E. Cana- 
dy, an old and highly-cstccmcd citizen of Todd 
county, and formerly a representative in the 
State Legislature, was made a prisoner at his 
home by the rebel General Lyon. The General 
paroled him to come to Louisville and try to 
obtain the release of one Wallace, a notorious 
guerilla now confined in the Military prison 
here. The compliance of the authorities’ with 
these terms would be regarded by Lyon in the 
light of an exchange, and, as soon as Wallace 
was restored to liberty and permitted to join him 
In Tennessee, Mr. Canady was to consider him- 
self reloased from the obligations of bis parole. 
If the authorities refused to exchange Wallace, 
then Canady was to regard his parole as bind- 
an d must report in person at the rebel 
Gw! Mil's headquarters. Mr. Canady is much 
distressed over the matter, and is now in the 
city. The case has beeu referred to Major- 
General Burbridge. 



Hook.— Orders have hcen issued from Head- 
quarters Military District of Kentucky, iuforin- 
ing the people of this State that the govern- 
ment desires to secure all the surplus bogs in 
Kentucky, for which a fair market value will be 
paid. The supply for families is not limited by 
the order, but it is hoped that all will willingly 
yell to the government any excess, and not 
allow so much to be packed in the country and 
towDs as to invite raids for its capture. Rail- 
roads and steamboats are not permitted to 
transport hogs within the State, or to take 
them out of the State, excepting thos« purchased 
by the government. Major Symonds.C.S.U.S.A., 
at Louisville, is Instructed with the details of 
the business, and will give all necessary 
Information. 

Singular Disapi-eakance.— James Kirnbcl, 
an old and well-known resident’ of Memphis, 
left the Galt House on the morning of the 27lb 
of August last, about ten o’clock, with the in- 
tention of proceeding direct to Memphis. Since 
that date his family and friends have had no 
tidings from him, and entertain apprehensions 
that serious disaster of some kind has befallen 
him. Any information concerning him will be 
thankfully received, and, if required, liberally 
rewarded, by Robert S. Taylor, Chilesburg, Fay- 
ette county, Ky., or B. B. Graham or W. L. 
Vance, Memphis, Tenn. 

Reports from Forrest. — Street ntmors 

were current last night that Fadueah had beeu 
hptured by the rebel forces under Forrest and 
Chalmers. We could trace the reports to no re- 
liable source, and, undoubtedly they were de- 
void of truth.* Movements of troops, which are 
contraband, arc In progress, and it is thought 
that the rebels will be prevented from invading 

the State. . 

press Companies.— At the suggestion 
of the Con tissi ner of Internal Revenue, the 
Collector in this city consented to a postpone- 
ment of the eases against the express compa- 
nies, which were set for trial on the 27th lust. 
When the companies pay all taxes on their past 
transactions, together with all costs of prosecu- 
tion, it is presumed that the suits will be dis- 
missed. 



Down the Rivbr — Tiie Copntrt Occupied 
r.Y Repels and Gi i;Rii.LAS.-»-Betwcen Louis- 
ville anil Evansville, not a soldier stands guard 
over the banks of the Ohio on the Kentucky 
side of the river. This vast scope of country, 
with its towns aud commerce, has been aban- 
doned by the Federal authorities to rebel aud 
guerilla rule. The quasi rebel commanders es- 
tablish their headquarters at the most important 
points along the river, and issue their edicts, by 
which the people are governed. It requires no 
long and tedious journey for a citizen of Louis- 
ville or Indiana to reach Confederate lines, to 
gaze upon the tri-barred flag, upon armed sol- 
diers clad in gray, and to hear shouts for Jeff 
Davis and the cause of the South. It is true 
that out- main army lines are now established 
on the border of the Keystone State of the Con- 
federacy, Georgia ; and it is equally tntc that 
armed men, claiming to be rebel soldiers, fight- 
ing under the rebel flag, hold undisputed posses- 
sion of the largest portion of Kentucky. To our 
brave soldiers fighting in the advance, it is a 
sad. disheartening reflection to know that such 
discord reigns in their rear. Every person who 
travels between this city and Evansville brings, 
us reports of the occupation of the country' bor- 
dering on the river, by armed, hostile bands. 
We have grown weary of listening to the oft-re- 
peated details, and the fact of the disorganized 
state of this section is so patent, that it no 
longer occasions excitement, and is scarcely an 
item of new s. If the country bordering on a 
great commercial river is thus abandoned by 
the Federal authorities, we cannot expect that 
the interior portions of the State, aside from our 
important railroad lines, are more securely 
guarded.orarein a better condition. Agentlcman 
who was a passenger on the mail-steamer from 
Evansville yesterday informs ti6 that n force of 
four hundred men, under Sypert,. was camped 
hi the vicinity of iniontown, and at almost every 
point on the river bands were to be seen carry- 
ing the rebel flag. On Wednesday, a company 
of 175 men, clad in the gray uniform, 
mounted on splendid horses, and armed in the 
most effective manner, arrived in Owensboro, 
from Hardin and Breckiurldge counties, where 
most of them were recruited since the last draft 
in Kentucky. We have before ns the Owensboro 
Monitor of Wednesday, and this paragraph 
heads the news column: 

A Delicate Position— Editing a Union paper in 
Dixie. In such a case, the editorial chair is scarcely aa 
cusy as sometimes represented. 

, Another brief paragraph throws more light 
upon the situation: 

Although wo arc in quasi Dixie, yet wc continue to bo 
partly connected with the outer world. Mails are pretty 
regular, and we are in no immediate danger of suffering 
for the necessaries of life. 

In another column we find a long article giv- 
ing details, in guarded language, of operations 
since the evacuation of the town by Federal 
troops. Front it we make the following ex- 
tracts: 

Since the departure of our ebony rulers we have been 
liable to he taken possession of by aay who may have 
f< It so disposed, whether they be guerillas of the i'nion 
or secession order, or regular Confederate soldiers. 
Being so situated; both of the last named have given its a 
t; -te of their authority. 

About 2)4 o’clock on Wednesday morning last, a hand 
s.tid to be Louisiana guerillas, numbering about twenty- 
live men, well-armed and ctiuipptal. presented them- 
selves at (lie residence ol our worthy Sheriff, Jo. G. 
Harrison. Kstp, and demanded liis presence aud Henry 
rifle, with threats of burning liis house down if not 
Complied vfik. Mr. Harrison oi>cned his door, and 
gave himself up, but told them ilia gnu had been loaned 
to if friend aud it was iuipos-lble for liirn to deliver it to 
them. This they would not believe, and with denun- 
ciations we will not repeat, instituted a vigilant but 
fruitless search. 

STA lino gold watch, however, 'cherished as a relic, ly- 
ing on the nmulle in a bed-room, was appropriated to 
their individual use. Baflied in their attempt to obtain 
the rifle, they compelled Mr. Harrison, without h it or 
coat (although the air waa biting cold), to mount a horse 
and proceed with them, avowing, in the presence ofhia 
family, their intention to kill him. They then made a 
descent upon several of our Israolitieh citizens who keep 
clothing stores, and robbed some of them ol nearly ev- 
erything in store, sometimes using force to obtain 
admittance. 

Loaded down with plunder, the hand left on the Litch- 
fiel rood. About noon ou tire I. .flowing day. Tlnnsday, 
thirteen regular Confederate soldiers,most of whom were 
ofiicers. took possession of our town, aud, for a long time 
their object was not known. Several hours elapsed, when 
the Morning Star, the regular mail packet for this port, 
hove in eight and whistled, and then ail were astir. The 
soldiers dashing up the etrcct.ciTee of “Federal soldiers!" 
“gunboat!" tire running of citizens, etc., produced a 
furor perfectly indescribable. What the people snpp • -d 
to be Federal soldiers approaching from the upper part of 
town, proved to be near two hundred additional Confed- 
erate soldiers, commanded by Major Anderson, who ev- 
idently joined the foice in town to :tssist, if necessary, in 
capturing the Morning Star, which it was thought had 
on board soldiers of the ebony hue. The first soldiers iu 
town tvere the only ones that paid their respects to the 
steamer. They approached the wharf, endeavored to de- 
coy her to shore, but, seeing that her Captain did not in- 
tend obeying their summons, but was steaming out 
further from laud, they fired from forty to fifty shots, 
only one of which touched the boat, causing no damage. 

Since the occupation of Owensboro by the Confeder- 
ates, tire conduct of tl.e troops lias been good. Captain 
Steadman informs us that their instructions arc to “re- 
el uit, destroy government stores, and respect private 
propel t.v, except when absolutely necessary lor immedi- 
ate want." Horses have hcen “pressed" rattier exten- 
sively. some boot* and clothing taken, but we presume 
throe things come under the head of "immediate wants." 
They deny any connection with those who first visited 
us. ' 

We notice that nearly all the commands that have 
come to our city arc new recruits, doubtless the pro- 
duct of the lu-t government diait, and are mostly L out 
the counties of Hardin. Meade, and Hancock. If they 
are ulciic from the durltcd, the provost marshals must 
have tried their hands at drawing, for finer specimens 
of the homo germs, in a body, wc do not rcurembor to 
have ever beheld. 

Recruiting lias hcen going on briskly in the county, 
and some tew have enlisted from tit" town. A camp 
hue been established somewhere on Green river or Pan- 
ther creek. It is a temporary affair, we doubt not, as 
she concentration taking place indicates an intention of 
lueviig southward. 

A spirit is Inn niter t : d among our citizens to render all 



the assistance to each other to protect property, which 
is highly gratifying. Union men and Southern sympa- 
thizers work together us citizens should do in this re- 
spect. 

' Wc have also been furnished with the. Moni- 
tor extra, which gives the details of an outrage. 
We copy Hie article : 

Tuesday evening, after our edition had been worked 
off. a fi w boqie guards, fieri. Indiana, or other persons, 
stationed themselves on the island immediately oppositi- 
on!' city, ond amused themselves with the delightful 
pastime of indiscriminately firing upon persons passing 
on Wr ter cud Main streets and the cross streets running 
up from the river. There were a few Confederate sol- 
diers in town, but were no more a target than citizens 
pursuing their ordinary avocations for these sporting 
individuals. 

About twenty-five or thirty shots were fired into the 
very heart of our city, and some narrow escapes made. 
Foitm.rtely only one person was -hr'. Ainoe, ft son of 
Mr. Matyin Simmons, aged about a or tl years, wtio was 
ati. mting in front of ids father's store, received a shot i-i 
liis left tnenst, which is serious, if not fatal. The ball 
is still in his body. The child r.-sted very wr-il lust 
night, and stronger hopes are entertained for recovery 
tlria morning. 

Such outrageous conduct is no test of true bravery. 
There is a place in front of the armies for those wlro may 
feel so warlike, where men meet men in manly conflict, 
and where the citizen— women ond children— are not 
subject to be shot down for no offence. The pretence of 
Southern soldiery is no fault of the citizens of Owens- 
boro, ond even it it were, this is not the manner of visit- 
ing punishment upon them. V,'e hope there will lie no 
mere of this conduct practised. The discretion of troth 
soMreis and citizens iu not tiring iu return we heartily 
commend. 



Rebel Pli.sonlrs. — Seven liunilreil and 

twenty-seven enlisted wen and two commis- 
sioned officers, rebel soldiers, prisoners of war, 
captured from Gen. Hood’s army, were received 
in the city v esterday morning, from Nashville. 
They will be forwarded to prisons North to-day, 
the enlisted men to Camp Douglas, and the 
officers to Johnson’s Island. All sizes and ages 
compose the motley group. A large number of 
the prisoners are mere boys. While cu route 
from Nashville to Louisville, two of the enlisted 
men attempted to escape from the cars while in 
motion. One was successful, and now enjoys 
his freedom ; the other was tired upon by the 
guard, and shot dead. We did not learn his 
name. 

Wrecking. — About a month ago a freight 
car, loaded with government Iron, escaped 
from its fastenings, and rushed down the track 
leading to the ferry at Jeffersonville. The 
weight of the car and the steep down grade, 
gavd a fearful impetus and velocity to the car- 
riage, and it landed far into the river, disap- 
pearing with a plunge in thirty feet of water. 
One day last week, Capt. McNeily, with his 
bell-boat, wrecked the ear, and recovered every 
article of freight. The largest weight brought 
up was four tons. The freight contained in the 
car weighed nineteen tons. The Captain 
wrecked this large amount of property in less 
than a day and a half. 

Refugee from Justice.— The Nashville De- 
spatch of yesterday says: “Officer Joe Sweeney, 
of Louisville, arrived here on Thursday night, 
in pursuit of a woman named Jennie Jones, 
who is charged with larceny in the city of Lou- 
isville, and who recently escaped from that city 
to Nashville. Officer Sweeney applied to Star- 
key, one of our most efficient officers, who, in 
company with Officer Howe, arrested a girl 
named Jennie Mobile, who proved to be the 
Jennie wanted, and she will be taken to Louis- 
ville to-day for trial.”

New Tork, Oct. 28. 

The following order was issued to-day by 
General Dix: 

IIi:ad,uap.ters Dep't of Tire East,) 
New York City, Oct. 28 — 18(14. j 
General Orders , iVo. 88. 

Satisfactory information has been received by 
tbe Major-General commanding that rebel 
agents in Canada design to send into the United 
States, and colonize at different points, a large 
number of refugees ond deserters, and enemies 
of the Government, with a view to vote at the 
approaching Presidential election, and it is not 
unlikely, when this service to the rebel cause 
has been performed, that they mav be organized 
for the purpose of shooting down peaceable cit- 
izens, and plundering private property, as in 
the recent predatory incursion on the Detroit 
river, and at St. Albans. Against these medita- 
ted outrages on the purity of tbe elective fran- 
chise, aud these nefarious acts of robbery, in- 
cendiarism. aud murder, it is the determination 
of, the Major-General commanding to guard 
by even- possible precaution, and to visit on the 
perpetrators, if they shall be detected, the most 
signal and summary pubisbment. 

All the clast es of persons enumerated, whether 
citizens of tlic insurgent States who have been 
in the rebel service, "or engaged in acts of hos- 
tility to the government, desertions from the 
military service of tbe United States, or men 
drafted or subject to draft, who have lied to 
evade their duty to their country, arc liable to 
punishment for tiie crimes they have already 
committed, and no effort will be spared to ar- 
rest them. 

For this purpose all Provost Marshals and 
their deputies within this department are com- 
manded to exercise all possible vigilance, and 
to adopt such measures as may be necessary to 
detect persons coming into tiie United States for 
(lie purpose of voting or of committing depre- 
dations on private property, and to prevent 
their escape; and it is earnestly recommended 
to tiie electors of the States in this department 
to take within their tv pective election districts 
such measures as may be required for their own 
security, and to aid military authorities in frus- 
trating' tlic designs of rebel agents and emis- 
saries, or in bringing tbe perpetrators to pun- 
ishment. Should any of these malefactors suc- 
ceed iu perpetrating their crime, effective 
measures will be taken to prevent their 
return to Canada, and for this purpose special 
directions will lie given, aud suitable guards for 
tiie frontier will be provided, before the day of 
election. As a further precaution, all persons 
frtrm the Insurgent States now within this de- 
partment, or who may come within on or before 
the 3d ol' November proximo, arc hereby re- 
quired to report themselves for registry on or 
"before that day, and all suclt persons coming 
within tbe department after that day, will report 
immediately on their arrival. 

Tltose who fail to comply with this require- 
ment will be regarded as spies or emissaries of 
the insurgent authorities at Richmond,, and will 
lie treated accordingly. Tiie registry iu this 
city will be at tiie headquarters of Maj.-Gcn. J. 
J. Peck, second in command of thisdepartment, 
at No. 57 Bieeeker street, and in all other places 
out of this city at the offices of the nearest 
Provost Marshals. -The registry will contain a 
complete description of tlic poisons reporting, 
and also their places of residence, which imist 
not be changed without notice at the plucc of 
registry.

The mode will be adopted, 
for tlrn ith. 

Tiie Herald learns from high military author- 
ity that the reports of the critical situation of 
Sherman's army in Georgia are totally unfound- 
ed. Atlanta has nearly three months’ supplies 
for tiie ganisou. Alatoqga is also well sup- 
plied. 

ILe ("Yinimorcinl states that it is certain that 
Grant intended a move about this time, and 
may have made it. He would be more 
likely to move liis left than his right wing, as a 
successful advance by the former would render 
the fall of Petersburg au eveut beyoud the 
power of Lee to prevent. 

A Charleston despatch reports that the 
blockade-runner steamer Fiorimel, from Nassau, 
vvas chased ashore, and sunk, on Thursday 
night last". Tiie Fcderals lireff 128 shots at the 
wreck. On ^ite 23d one of the crew was 
wounded. Tiie cargo was mostly on the rebel 
government account. 

Tbe Post’s M^fishington bpecial says : It is 
rumored that Gov. Sev mour ltsd made a requi- 
sition Jur the delivery of Col. North, now in the 
Old Capitol Prison. 

Gen. Ricketts continues to improve. 

Secretary Stanton lias recovered. 

Gen. Franklin is in Baltimore. 

A New York State agent lias arrived from 
Sheridan’s army with the vote of the New- York 
soldiers. He goes home to-night. 

The gold market is without excitement. 
There is a steady demand for export and cus- 
toms, which keeps up the price under the mar- 
ket. which would otherwise be weak. Prices 
opened at 21(JL and advanced to 217% by noon. 
In the afternoon, rumors that the Southsidc 
Railroad had been captured put down the price 
to 215%. 

A new fractional currency is to be issued to 
take the place of tliat which has been counter- 
feited. 

Another test of the Rodman gun look place 
yesterday. A charge of one hundred and 
twenty-live pounds of powder, with the half-ton 
ball, was used. Tiie ball ricochetted beautifully. 

The North Star brought half a million of dol- 
lars in gold. By the arrival of the North Star, 
we have Panama dates ol' tiie 17th. 

Tlic latest advices from Central America con- 
tain no news of importance. By the interrup- 
tion of communication, no news has been re- 
ceived from Ecuador for nearly a month. 

Ti e first attempt to collect the tonnage duty 
of fifty cents vvas resisted, and the sailing pa pen 
were refused by (lie Panama authorities. The 
Pauama Railroad and Steamship Company's 
steamer applied for papers to the United Stales 
Consul, obtained them, and went to sea. Tue 
authorities have taken no further steps in tiie 
matter. 

New Orleans datC3 of tbe 22d arc received bv 
Sierra Nevada. 

A trill has been introduced in tiie Louisiana 
Legislature for a loan of a million of dollars in 
order to enroll the Louisiana militia. Ail per- 
sons, except rebels, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five are liable. 

A member of the Alabama Legislature intro- 
duced a resolution ottering conciliatory terms to 
the Federal*, aud demanding a cessation of hos- 
tilities, which had canted much discussion. 

Tlic Legislature had adjourned, refusing to 
accede to the Government call for aid to 
strengthen the defences of the State. 

Baltimore, Oct. 28. 

The Military Commission to investigate the 
alleged frauds in the taking the vote of the soi- 
diers from New Yprk was resumed to-day. D >n- 
aliue.was brought into court about one' o’clock. 
He had no counsel, but proceeded in his own 
defence to object to the jurisdiction of the court. 
Tiie prisoner pleaded guilty of his having 
signed certain blanks with the name of C. S. 
Arthur, Captain and Aide-de-Camp, and uo 
other, and as it did not appear that he was an 
officer of the State of. New York or of the 
United States there was, he contended, uo 
crime. 

Albawy, Oct. 28. 

A telegram from Washington, received here 
to-day, says that the State agency and medical 
department are again in operation, but that the 
veterinary commissioners’ rooms arc still under 
guard. 

Maxon, who is implicated by Ferry in his 
confession about tbe soldiers’ frauds iu Balti- 
more, is here, and publishes a card, in which he 
says that he had not been in Baltimore for two 
weeks' before Ferry’s arrest, aud that there is 
*ot one word of truth in his statement, as far 
as lie is concerned. 

Gov. Seymour is still absent in the Western 
part of the State.

Richmond papers of the 25th continue to wail 
over Early’s defeat and demand ids supersc- 

durc by Johnston. 

Benjamin has issued a paper on the United 
8tates indebtedness, endeavoring to convince 
European capitalists that our national securities 
are the worst of investments. 

The steamer Eseart has arrived with Hayti 
files to the 21st inst. 

X*resideut Jelfard has issued a proclamation to 
his people, in which he tells them that three in- 
surrections hod broken ont within -the past six 
months. They arc now all quelled, and order 
is completely restored. 

The President has also consented to com- 
mute tiie death sentence on those convicted of 
treason in the Cape Haytien rebellion of J uly 
last. 

President Jeffard’s proclamation is a well- 
written, dignified document, and concludes 
with an expression of bis faith in the prosperity 
of tbe Republic of Hay ti. 

Chattanooga, Oct. 28 . 

The guerillas threw a train off tlic track, three 
miles below Adairsville, yesterday, killing one 
man, and wounding eight. The guard having 
rallied, *he enemy were driven otT without mak- 
ing any capture of persons or property.

Washington, Oct. 28, 9 P. M. 

To Major-General Dix: 

Despatches from Gen. Grant received this 
evening inform the Department that an advance 
in force, for the purpose of a reeonnoissance, 
was made yesterday ‘by Warren and Hancock. 
The enemy attacked Hancock vigorously, but 
were repulsed. The purpose being accom- 
plished, the troops were withdrawn from the 
advanced positions to which they had been 
pushed to nearer the line of former occupation. 
Tiie telegrams of Gen. Grant give all the de- 
tails received. 

City Point, Oct. 27—9 P. M.|3 
E. M. Stanton, Washington: 

I have just returned from the crossing of tiie 
Boydston pike road with Hatcher’s creek. Our 
line now extends from its former left to Aim- 
strong.s mill, thence by, the south bank of 
Hatcher’s creek to a point where the enemy was 
found intrenched, and works manned. No at- 
tack was made during the dav. Our casualties 
have been light — considerably less than 200 In 
killed and wounded. Tiie "same is probably 
true with the enemy. We captured seven load- 
ed trains on the railroad, aud 100 prisoners. 
Butler extended round well toward the York- 
town road, without finding a spot unguarded. 
Wc shall keep our troops out where thev are 
till toward noon to-morrow, in hopes of invi- 
ting an attack.

City Point, Oct. 28. 

Don. E. M. Stanton: 

The attack on Hancock, now that report has 
been received, proves to he a decided success. 
He repulsed the enemy, and remained in his 
position, holding possession of the field till 
midnight, when he commenced withdrawing. 
Orders had been given for the withdrawal of the 
2d corps before tbe attack was made. We lost 
no prisoners except usual straggles. Our cap- 
tures for the day on the south side foot up 910 
rebels.
